THE  DECAY  OF  TUB 
ING 

We  have  noticed  remarks  in  some  jour¬ 
nals  Upon  the  change  which  seems  to  be 
coining  over  the  manner  ot  observing  our 
Thanksgiving  festivals.  Tba  traditional 
feasting  and  joviality  rem.iio,  but  the  occa¬ 
sions  ur*  leas  prominently  gatherings  at 
home  than  they  used  to  be.  They  are  no 
longer  junked  forward  to  as  the  great  fam¬ 
ily  event  of  the  year,  tor  which  supreme 
effort*  must  be  made  by  all  tbc  members  In 
join  each  other  around  the  old  fireside. 
Now,  so  maoy  as  can  do  so  without  incon¬ 
venience  will  honor  ,lhe  occasion  with 
(heir  pretence;  others  will  stay  away  upon 
alight  excuse,  and  the  party  will  lie  made 
up  by  inviting  ia  frieuda  and  neighbor*. 
The  comprehensive,  exclusive  family  gath¬ 
erings  of  peat  Thanksgivings  grow  rarer 
every  tear,  end  threaten  to  become  obao 
lete.  The  change  of  which  we  apeak 
would  lie  ot  little  importance  did  it  con¬ 
cern  merely  the  way  in  which  a  particular 
(estival  shuuld  be  celebrated,  for  tbia  i*  a 
point  subject  to  fashion.  It  i*  the  result 
ol  influence*  which  are  altering  th*  as 
peels  of  our  whole  social  life.  In  view  of 
the  nature  of  these  influences  and  of  tbak 
ultimate  tendency  it  becomes  a  subject  ol 
grave  consideration. 

Th*  tics  of  American  family  life  are  un¬ 
dergoing  a  weakening  process  Fash  inn, the 
restless  spirit  of  enterprise,  tb*  reck  I 
dcm  of  speculation,  the  activity  which 
tends  men  ta  th*  four  quarter*  ot  th*  earth 
at  a  few  hoars’  notice,  bid  fair  to  deaiCQJ 
them,  and  to  extinguish  tba  old-fashioned 
lova  of  bom*.  Young  men  do  not  think 
now  of  settling  dowo  on  the  old  place. 
Their  first  impulse  when  they  are  old 
enough  is  to  go  away.  They  remove  to 
the  West,  emigrate  ta  a  foreign  land,  or 
become  travellers  by  business.  The  yearly 
journey  back  to  the  homestead  becomes 
inconveaieut.  It  is  given  up,  and  the  old 
place  ta  forgotten,  or  ia  remembered  only 
»a  a  dull,  old-fashioned  spot,  whose  stupid 
life  on*  ia  fortunate  to  have  exchanged  for 
that  of  a  more  “go-ahead,”  money-making 
world. 

Tba  txcam  in  aed«  Uses  iterteiwiil 

take  Up  time,  and  involve  trcnble  and  ex¬ 
pense  which  cannot  be  afforded.  It  is  a 
mere  pretext.  Our  fathers  had  to  trudge 
tediously  over  hard  roads;  they  were  days 
in  traversing  distances  that  w«  pass  over 
in  hour* ;  the  dimt-s  they  spent  were  worth 
as  much  to  them  as  the  dollar*  we  deal  in  ; 
they  never  found  the  journey  too  long,  or 
troublesome,  or  expensive,  but  made  it  if 
they  had  to  economise  fur  the  whole  of  the 
rest  of  the  year.  The  real  cause  of  th* 
dieuM  of  the  good  oh!  custom  ia  that  wa 
care  leaa  for  home  than  oar  falbeva  did. 
and  will  not  endure  the  pains  they  took  to 
get  baek  there.  The  prevailing  object 
nod  view*  of  Ida  are  different  from  what 
•  bey  were.  Greed  and  a  craving  for  ex¬ 
citement  are  taking  the  place  or  the  do¬ 
mestic  affection  and  attachment  for  the  old 
place*  which  once  ruled. 

Our  bom* «  themselvea  are  parsing  away. 
Parent*  chafe  at  being  left  alone,  and  re¬ 
move  to  join  tbeir  children,  or  sell  the  old 
place  and  go  to  town  to  live.  The  borne 
stead,  in  the  hand*  of  stronger*,  is  no 
longer  home.;  the  new  place  never  gets  to 
naturalized  as  to  seem  home.  Speculation 
invades  the  neighborhood  which  had  been 
given  up  to  quiet  and  domesticity.  Rad 
roads  and  manufactories  come  along  trade 
arises,  property  becomes  valuable,  the  farm 
ia  cut  up  into  building  lota,  the  house  ii 
lorn  down,  or  turned  into  a  shop  or  tane 
raeot.  How  many  hearts  have  beCn 
wrenched  from  their  moorings  by  thl*  pro¬ 
cess  no  one  can  estimate.  It  ia  going  on 
all  the  time  at  an  accelerating  rate,  and 
W da  fair  to  tot  our  whole  nattv*  popula¬ 
tion  adrift.  We  have  already  grown  t«  re¬ 
gard  all  oar  home*  aa  articles  ot  traffic 
If  we  own  a  house,  it  ia  only  as  a  pm  am 
•ion  which  we  m*y  hold  for  a  yaar  or  two, 
and  sell  at  the  first  offer  of  a  good  price ; 
but  ia  hardly  ever  regarded  longer  aa 
hevrt  treasure  which  i*  to  become  identi¬ 
fied  with  our  lifo  The  custom  of  liviu 
in  hotels  and  boarding  houses,  which 
growing  fast,  particularly  in  the  eitiea.  iaa 
lurther  step  downward*.
